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FLETCHER HITS 
NEW DEAL RULE 
AS SUBVERSIVE 


G. O. P. Chief Calls On The 
Voters of Every Party 
To Join Battle 


TO SAVE CONSTITUTION 


Says Issue Will Go Beyond 
All Party Lines In The 
United States 


WASHINGTON. July 30 — In terms 
indicating that he expects the Consti­ 
tution to be the basic issue of the 1936 
Presidential 
campaign, 
Henry 
P. 
Fletcher, chairm an of the Republican 
National 
Committee, 
declared 
last 
night that the Republican Party is pre­ 
pared to meet tin* attem pts of Hie New 
Deal “to pervert and subvert the Con­ 
stitution.’’ 
The Republican Party, Mr. Fletcher 
said, “welcomes the ald and support 
of ev'ery patriotic man anil woman in 
this struggle to preserve our form of 
Government and our free institutions.” 
In his address Mr. Fletcher said the 
next election will be “one of the most 
im portant in American history.” 
“The fundamental issues are becom­ 
ing clear,” he said. “They will tra n s­ 
cend mere party lines. 
“The Republican Party,” he said, be­ 
lieves with Abraham Lincoln that the 
people of these United States are the 
rightful masters of both Congress and 
courts—not to overthrow the Consti­ 
tution, but to overthrow the men who 
pervert tho Constitution,” 
Mr. Fletcher said 
the 
President’s 
press conference on May 31, at which 
he discussed the Supreme Court deci­ 
sion on the NRA, and political develop­ 
ments since then, “indicate the po­ 
litical trend.” 
“Many of the New Deal laws and 
pending bills, which Hie President has 
ordered Congress to 
pass, 
whether 
they like it or not, will have to under­ 
go the linal test of constitutionality,” 
he said. 
"Tile nearly uniform deci­ 
sions in the lower courts forecast the 
ultimate result. Most of this legisla­ 
tion will not square with the funda­ 
mental law of our Government. 
"The Roosevelt Administration real­ 
izes this. So what? The Constitutional 
barriers to ‘planned economy’ are to 
he removed. Why? Because they stand 
in the way of a centralized, socialistic 
6tate, governed without restraint or 
limit, by a President and a subservient 
Congress. 
“We need not doubt for one moment 
that if the safeguards of the Constitu­ 
tion are removed, all subsequent Con­ 
gresses will be subservient to the ex­ 
ecutive. They cannot help but be. No 
Congress, however able, independent 
and self-respecting, could legislate for 
the daily needs and control the lives 
of our widespread citizenry. It would 
have to set up commissions and bu­ 
reaus for that purpose and delegate its 
power and authority to them. 
“The Supreme Court has said this 
cannot now' be done. Should the New 
Dealers succeed 
in 
fomenting 
suf­ 
ficient dissatisfaction and opposition 
to the Constitution to bring about its 
change, the barriers can be pushed 
aside and the things which the Admin­ 
istration has tried unsuccessfully and 
Indirectly to do, might then be accom­ 
plished. 
“It lias been wise-cracked that you 
cannot eat the Constitution. You can’t, 
and you can’t eat the Bible, or the 
Golden Rule, or the Ten Command­ 
ments, or the deed to your property, 
or your life insurance policy, or the 
laborer’s contract with his employer, 
whether made individually or by col­ 
lective bargaining. 
“ Plausible argum ents will be offer­ 
ed to us. 
We will be told that that 
clause of the Constitution giving Con­ 
gress the power to regulate commerce 
amongst the several States has been 
too 
narrowly 
interpreted 
by 
the 
courts; that in this day and generation 
Congress must have power over all 
subjects of national interest and con­ 
cern. if social justice and the so-called 
‘more abundant life’ are to be attained 
in the United States."

deaux. 
Very few of tho early potatoes have 
been taken from the ground and uh a 
result it Is impossible to make predic­ 
tions concerning the outcome of the 
crop.

potatoes seem to he well set. 
F arm ers have been unable to get on 
their fields bcc&uae of tho wet weather.

H arvesting of thd wheat and oatH 
crops has also been retarded because 
of the wet weather and some of the

Farm ers
